DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to applicants' amendment filed July 25, 2005. 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Claims 
1-40 are pending in this application and of those claims 37-40 has been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

The arguments present in the Response/Amendment have been considered, 
however it is not deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejection of record. 
Cochrum teaches an aspect of the method steps recited by the applicant, i.e., "applying 
pressure proximal to the computer" and Hammerslag merely mentioning in the 
background of the invention indicate that such method step, (i.e., the step of applying 
pressure at the puncture/wound) is well-l<nown in the art. 

The examiner believes the action is proper and therefore made final. The Office 
Action is repeated herein as in the previous Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

The claims are rejected here as in the previous Office Action mailed June 6, 
2004. However, the US Patent 5,510,102 and 5,665,107 to Cochrum and Hammerslag 
respectively has been included to show that applying pressure proximal a wound site is 
well known in the art. Therefore applying pressure proximal to the wound site in the Bell 
combination (June 6, 2004 Office Action) of references would have been obvious to one 
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having ordinary skill in the art. Therefore applicant's added limitations do not render the 
claims patentable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bell 
6234980 Geary (US Patent 5,269,803) in view of Rollband 5310402, in further view of 
Cochrum (US Patent 5,510,102) or Hammerslag (US Patent 5,665,107) in further view 
of McDevitt et al. 2003/0050589, in further view of De Lucca et al 4,833,238. 

See the Office Action mailed June 6, 2004. 

Concerning the number of references, reliance on a large number of references 
in a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed 
invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991).

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. *** 

US Publications 2002/0015724; 2002/0062104 and 2001/0001316 discloses 
method steps of applying pressure to and/or proximal to a wound site. US Patent 
5,486,195 to Myers et al discloses applying pressure proximal to a puncture via the 
surgeon's hand and means 40 applies pressure at the site.
